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DETAILED ACTION 
Continued Examination Under 37 CFR LI 14 
A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on January 24, 2006 has been entered. 
Claims 4-8 and 19-21 are pending. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in section 
102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are such that the 
subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having ordinary skill 
in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the 
invention was made. 

Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Ogawara in view 
of Przyborowski. 

Ogawara discloses all the claimed limitations except a collar portion that engage and grip 
the heat pipe. 

Przyborowski discloses a heat exchanger comprising a pipe 22 and a plurality of fins 10, 
each having a hole 18 with collar portions 19 that engage and grip the pipe (page 1, column 2, 
lines 24-40) for the purpose of securing the fin to the pipe. 
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Since Ogawara and Przyborowski are both from the same field of endeavor and/or 
analogous art, the purpose disclosed by Przyborowski would have been recognized in the 
pertinent art of Ogawara. 

It would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person having 
ordinary skill in the art to employ in Ogawara collar portions that engage and grip the pipe for 
the purpose of securing the fin to the pipe as recognized by Przyborowski. 

Response to Arguments 

Rather than argue the characteristics of soldering, which is not recited in the claims, the 
device of the combination of Ogawara and Przyborowski is believed to meet the instant 
invention. Although Przyborowski discloses a tinned or solder coated tube, it has been held that 
omission of an element and its function in a combination where the remaining elements perform 
the same functions as before involves only routine skill in the art. In re Karlson, 136 USPQ 184. 
Thus, if removability of the fin is required, then the tinning or solder coating may be eliminated. 
The collar portions of 19 of Przyborowski remain as a teaching to snugly engage the tube.
